The  number  of  births  during  the  yeear  shov/ed  a decrease  compared 
with  the  i)revious  year,  while  the  number  of  deaths  v/as  higher  than  in 
1934*  Heart  disease  in  various  forms  was  once  again  the  main  cause  of 

death.  Three  dearths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life,  and  one 
stillbirth,  ajre  recorded. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  low.  Six  cases  of 
non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  course  of  a notably  dry 
and  hot  summer. 

I should  like  to  thanlv  fir  Haylett,  the  Council's  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  assistance,  not  only  in  the  prepara' 
tion  of  this  report,  but  in  all  aspects  of  our  v/ork  together.  I must 
record  nxy  appreciation  also  of  the  vaduable  co-operation  of  the  General 
McdicaJ.

(i^  acres)  32,544*  Camolford  Rural  District  is  the  countiy  from  DclaTx)lc  Point 
in  Port  Isaac  I3ay  to  Strangles  Beach,  north  of  Boscastle,  inland  to  St,  Clether  and 
south  to  St,  Breward,  and  consists  for  the  most  part  of  three  plateaux  4OO  ft,,  'JOO  ft, 
and  1,100  ft,  above  sea  level. 


The  geology  of  the  District  is  very  complex,  due  to  much  faulting  and  over- 
tlrustingu  The  rocks  in  the  area  v/est  of  the  River  Camel  are  Upper  Devonian,  and  it 
is  in  these  beds  tliat  the  famous  Delabole  Slate  has  been  quarried  for  several  centuries, 
iJ.ong  the  northem  bo’ondaiy  running  east  to  v/ost  is  Davidstov;  anti-cline,  the  northern 
flank  of  which  disappears  Linder  the  ci^n  measures  near  Boscastle, 


The  beds  in  the  anti-cline  can  be  seen  in  the  Tintagel  Cliff  Sections,  black 
shales,  slates  cuid  volcanics  are  v/ell  o:qposed.  Bast  of  the  River  Camel  is  the  granite 
mass  Ox  Jjodmin  i.ioor  and  at  St,  Brev/aid  a fine  silvei*  grey  granite  of  the  highest  quality 
is  quai’ried.

General  medical  sei'vices  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  ore  provided  hy  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the  district  and  in 
adjoining  districts,  all  of  \7h0m  undertake  ma.temity  medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 

I HcaGth  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health  authority 

for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  Na.tional  Health  Service  Act,  194^ 

and  provides  the  folloi,7ing  services  in  the  district; - 

(a)  Midvd-fery  and  Home  Nursing:  Nurse-midvri.vcs  are  provided  to  attend

(h)  Health  Visitiny:  The  nurse  midvd.ves  act  also  as  health  visitors 
and,  vd-th  special  tra.ining  in  the  care  of  the  mother  and  young 
child,  arc  available  to  give  advice  on  health  matters  in  the  home 
or  at  the  clinic.  They  act  also  as  school  nurses. 

(c)  Infant  v/elfarc  Centre:  Monthly  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  arc  held  at 
Camelford,  St,  Brewrd  and  Dclabole, 

(d)  Pentad  Clinic;  Priority  dental  treatment  for  c^cpectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the  Dental  Clinic 

a.t  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston  and  ad  Camelford  and  Delabole, 

(e)  Vaccination  and  ImmunisaLtion;  Facilities  for  vaccination  against 
smallpox  and  imnunisation  agauinst  diphtheria  and  Vvhooping  cough  are 
provided  at  the  Infant  Welfau’e  Clinic  or  by  the  supply  of  materials 
to  the  family  doctor, 

(f)  Home  Help  Service:  Home  helps  arc  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a charge  being  made 
for  this  service  accoiding  to  the  means  of  the  person  concerned, 

(g)  Anbulance  Service;  A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting 
cases,  utilecon  sitting  case  veMcles  arc  used,  when  appropriate, 
some  such  cases  arc  caaried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  a 
voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administradion  of  the  service 
is  carried  out  from  the  Health  /rea  Office,  Launceston. 

(h)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  iif tor-Caa-e;  A full-thae  tuberculo- 
sis health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and  after-care  of 
tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  arc  available  to  a.ssist  in 
the  home  treatment  of  such  persons  v/hen  required  by  the  Chest 
Physician  or  family  doctor.  Certain  special  investigations  are 
caaried  out  in  other  types  of  illness  by  district  health  visitors, 
v.hilc  health  educadion  is  carried  out  by  the  County’s  medical  and 
nursing  staff.

Improvements  in  the  goncraJ.  standards  of  housing  in  this  area,  which  liaxl  been 
mentioned  in  previous  reports,  continue,  due  I think,  firstly  to  the  considerable 
percentage  of  houses  vdiich  are  ovnier/occupicd.  The  Council  should  be  congratu- 
lated on  their  enlightened  attitude  to  InipiX)Vomcnt  Grants  v/hich  in  majiy  cases  have 
prevented  houses  becoming  little  more  tliar  xaroperties  which  v/ould,  in  a vary  few 
years,  require  totaJL  demolition. 

If  a Slum  Clearance  Prograiiiiiie  is  carried  out,  it  \7ill  mean  a considerable 
aiuount  of  a^dixiinistrative  work  in  this  department  and  to  expedite  this,  it  would 
certa.inly  seem  that  additional  staif  vdl.1  have  to  be  employed  for  a limited  period. 

If  such  Programmes  are  carried  out  it  would  certainly  seem  that  the  most 
econonicaJL  method  vrould  be  to  dea.l  \7ith  the  larger  parishes  Virhere  housing  land  is 
available,  and  to  build  in  larger  numbers  than  heretofore,  and  this  I am  sure  \7ill 
considerably  reduce  the  total  cost  per  new  dwelling.
